Returuui to the 
studies which hehad temporarily intermitted 
to try his fortune asa stock-broker, he en- 
tered Magdalen Hail, at Oxford, and being 
graduated, in due course took holy orders, 
and in 1845 was ordained to the curacy of St.

There is nothing to make the annual fall 
of November metvors of special importance

now a popular theme for astronomical study, 
on account of the universal interest awakened 
by the unexpected visit of the gteat comet of 
1882.

Oop or ellipse revolving around the sun, 
its perihelion re 0 — 
and its aphelion extending beyond the 
orbit of Uranus. the earth meets 
this November meteor zone in November 
many struggling meteoroids impinge against 
her atmosphere, and being ignited by the 
tremendous force, descend as shooting stars 
to the earth. At common times the number

HAMILTON MAN UScRip rs. 


Germany Gains Possession of a Grea 
Literary Treasure. 
London Times. | 
The entire colleetion of valuable manu- 
scripts formed by Alexander tenth, Duke of 
Hamtiton, has becpme the property of the 
German Government, ‘and is already 
lodged in the Königliche Museum at Ber- 
Un. The negotiation was completed by Dr. 
Lippmann, the curator of the Fine Art Mu- 
seum. The manus¢ripts may be divided into 
three classes. 1. Those which are specially 
valuable from an artistic point of view. 2 
Those which have a particular antiquarian 
and critical value. 3. Those whose interest 
is historical and literary. 


Above all others jn the first class must be | 


mentioned the manuscript ef Dante’s 
“ Divina Commédia,” written in the fifteenth 
century, and illustrated with upward of 
eighty drawings by the hand of Sandro Bot- 
ticelli. This priceless volume may, without 
exaggeration, be described as the most val- 
uable manuscript in existence from its ar- 
tistic interest, for it stands alone asan ex- 
ample of a literary work of the first 
order, illustrated by an artist of the 
highest rank. Next may be; mentioned 
a missal executed for Pope Clement VII. 
shortiy before his elevacion to the Pontifi- 
cate. This splendid volume is esteemed as 
the work of the exquisit but almost unknown 
artist Antonio da Monza, who flourished at 
Milan at the end of the fifteenth and vegin- 
ning of the sixteenth century. ‘The calig- 
rapher was Ludovico Vicentino, weil 
known to bibliographers as the author of a 
work on the art of which he was so greata 


master. 

Petrarch has been much more frequently 
than Dante the subject on which miuntatori 
have delighted to exercise their art, and the 
founder of this collection was happy in se- 
curmg one of the finest ever made. It is a 
large folio volume puntaining the poews of 
Petrarch, with the commentary of Francisco 
Philelpho, and it was under the care of the 
commentator wat this supero manuscript 
was comoleted. It has twelve gorgeous 
pages, the subjects being enclosed within 
borders of very beautiful desixn of the Flor- 
entine school of the fifteenth century. 

Among the French manuscripts “* Les I“ 
lustres Malheureu de Jean Buccace” is Spe- 
cially remarkable both for the beauty of its 
execution and its perfect condition. It is en- 
riched with eighty-four miniatures, nine of 
which are of alarge size, and the whole of 
them finished with consummate skill, This 
noble work is dated 1409. The Roman de la 
Nose is a work of which a very large num- 
ber of manuscripts exist, but probably no 
other surpasses that contained in this collec- 
tion for the number of minutatures—no less 
— a hundred—or the delicacy of their exe- 
cution.

THE STAY-AT-HOME VOTE IN CHICAGO. 
In its local columns Tus Tao has 
| printed some figures comparing the Chicago 
1 vote in the kate élection with that of the 
Presidential election in 1880, which show on | 
their facethat more than 12,000 Republicans 
kept away from the polls in the county elec- 
tion this year, and that apparently 3,400 
Democrats failed to vote. This statement 
would indicate superficially that the election 
of a portion of the Democratic ticket and the 
reduction of the Republican majority for the 
other candidates was owing entirely to thé 
apathy prevailing among the Republicans. 
But there were other conditions which ex- 
érted an important influence, and one es- 
pecially which changes the bearing of this 
comparison. 
The Hesing anti-prohibition resolution in 
the County Convention will account largely 
for the apparent discrepancy in the propor- 
of stay-at-homes on th Republican and 
mocratic sides. The liuuor question had 
been ignored by all the preceding Republican 
nominating conventions which might with 
propriety have given it consideration. The 
State Convention and the various Congres- 
sional and Legislative Conventions in the 
State had declined to make any expression 
on the subject, because the issue was not 
fairly before the people of Illinois or Cook 
County, and because it raised a false or side 
issue which might be avoided. This wise 
course did not satisfy Mr. Hesing. For some 
treason best known to himself he determined 
to throw a bombshell among the Republican 
tanks. To this end he had Mr. Raster frame 
and employed one Burke, a Deputy-Sheriff, to 
introduce a resolution which was intended to 
eut into the Republican vote from both sides 
rom the abstract prohibitionists who could 
not fail to resent a blew Of this kind in the 
face, and from the Germans, who were sure 
to be aroused by the prohibition agitation 
and thrown out of the party. | 
The effect of the Hesing resolution may be 
traced very clearly. It was the most extrav- 
agant expression of ultra pro-liquor views 
ever presented in a convention. Not merely 
did it pronounce against every torm ot pro- 
hibition legislation, but it actually denied the 
right of a majority of the people to vote on 
the liquor question. The result was precise- 
ly what might have been expected, and what 
was intended. There was a general and vig- 
érous protest, not only from the prohibition- 
isis, but from thousands of conservative beo- 
ple who, though opposed to prohibition legis- 
lation, still maintain that the popular will 
has jurisdiction over the subject. The pro- 
hibitionists, who had been inert, immediately 
proceeded to organize an independent ticket. 
The Hesing resolution was denounced from 
many pulpits, and an active agitation within 
the Republican party wis aroused. Many. 
Germans took alarm at this sudden exhibi- 
tion of “temperance” activity. They did 
not attach nearly so much importance to the 
Hesing resolution against prohibition as they 
did to the manifestation of resentment in 
certain Republican circles whieb that resolu- 
tion had called forth. In this way the Re- 
publican ticket was deprived of several thou- 
gand votes, partly among those who resented 
the Hesing resolution, and partly among the 
Germans, who were alarmed at the prohibi- 
tion protest. Hesing had got in his work 
only too successfully. 

The Independent Prohibition ticket polled 
over 2000 votes in the city, 99 per cent taken 
from the Republican, and it is entirely within 
bounds to estimate that from 3.000 to 4,000 
German Republieans went over to the Demo- 
| ¢ratic ticket who would havé voted with 
their party if the Hesing resolution had not 
aroused the prohibitionists to active demon- 
| strations.

THE HUBBELL BUS‘ NESS. 

Col. Henderson, who has been serving as 
Secretary of the Hubbet! Congressional Com- 
mittee, has been interviewed at his home in 
Dubuque, Ia, in regard to the Republican 
defeats this fall, His theory is that they 
were due to side issues of @ moral char- 
acter, like the liquor question and quarrels 
among the leaders as paramount reasons.” 
He estimates the total number of stay-at- 
home or non-voting Republicans at. not less 
than 1,500,000 in all the States. This would 
indicate a degree ot apathy and resentmenton 
the Republican side which is not sufficiently 
accounted for by Col. Henderson's general- 
‘ization.’ It is undoubtedly true that factional 
quartels, boss-rule, and the prohibition 
agitation have had much to do. with the 
series of defeats that have overtaken the 
Republican party this year; but there were 
also other reasons for the widespread pop- 
ular indifference. to . Republican success. 
Prominent among these was one which Col. 
Henderson, uf all persons, should not haye 
overlooked. It was the Hubbell business. 

The Secretary of the Congressional Cam- 
paign Committee cannot be any more igno- 
rant than its Chairman that the assessment 
system which it earried forward in the face 
of the most violent public protest aroused an 
immense amount of disgust which served to 
extend and enlarge the public apathy as to 
the maintenance of Republican ascendency 
in an off year.” This assessment business 
assumed the character and diménsions ofa 
public scandal. Mr. Henderson explains 
now that when the circulars of his commit- 
tee found their way into the hands of the 
Congressional pages they were. withdrawn; 
that when a woman acting as Postmaster had 
received one she was notified that no money 
was expected from her: that Government 
em ployés had been uniformly excused when- 
ever they pleaded poverty, and that not a 
dollar had been collected from any 
woman, boy, or needy ‘employé of 
the Government. If-all this be true, it does 
not change the effect which the persistent 
policy of the Congressional Committee had 
upon the public mind. It was evident to 
everybody that a committee of Congress was 
doing precisely what an officer or employé of 
the Government was forbidden to do by act 
of Congress. Added to this was the impres- 
sion that an immense fund was being col- 
leeted, for a purpose by no means specifically 
or satisfactorily explained, under the im- 
plied threat of dismissal of employés who 


should refuse to contribute, and with the ap- 


proval of the Chief Executive of the Govern- 
ment. This was a policy which was bound 
to excite condemnation and opposition among 
all people who believe in civil-service re- 
form, but the Llubbell-Henderson committee 
ndhered to it perversely, in spite of every 
warning and to the utter neglect of the gen- 
eral welfare of the Republican party. 

The amount of money which Col. Hender- 
son is represented as reporting from the con- 
tributions levied upon Government employés 
is $100,000, There is considerable public 
anxiety to know what use-has been made of 
this or any larger sum which may have been 
collected. These circumstances suggest that 
there should bean imvestigation of this as- 
sessment work, and a complete showing 
made of the methods pursued by the com- 
mittee, the amount realized from the contri- 
butions, and the use made ot the money. 


THE RUSSIAN DEBT. 

Among all the woes which press upon the 
terrorized Czar the Russian debt must be 
one of the most appalling. Among all the 
dangers that surround his precarious throne 
it is questionable if one of them is more 
menacing than the financial. Nihilists can 
be put down by force when discovered, for a 
time at least. Mines can be revealed. by an 
nlert police. Land disquiets can be allayed 
by apparent concessions. Bogus claimants 
to the throne can be nipped in the bud, as 
witness the Princess Dolgorouki’s Prince“ 
George. Debts, however, cannot be shot, or 
imprisoned, or suppressed. They confront 
the throne with ever-increasing magnitude 
and with fatal persistence. 

The figures of the Russian debt are simply 
appalling. The Czar has just concluded a 
new loan for $40,000,000, which brings the 
total of the outstanding debt to $2,765,905,000, 
This is a doubling of the debt in ten years, 
whileduring the same period the expendi- 
ture has been just 40 per cent over the in- 
come. The tabulated statement, for forty 
years shows that the revenue during this 
period was $8,550,000,000; the expenditure, 
$11,130,000,000; deficit, $2,580,000,000, 

This amount of deficit has been met during 
this period by three forms of public debt— 
foreign loans, internal loans, and paper 
money. The foreign loans, including the 
one just negotiated, amount to $995,000,000, 
emitted at a little over 82, bearing interest 
ata rate equal to 5.660n the net amount re- 
ceived. The internal loans foot up 
$1,365,000,000, carrying for the most part 5 
per cent interest. The paper money out is 
$457,500,000, worth just about 20 or 30 cents 
on the dollar, Down to January, 1881, Rus- 


„Sia had paid in forty years to the bondhold- 


ers of her foreign debt $755,000,000, 

The London Times’ St. Petersburg corre- 
spondent corrects the general impression 
that the most of this debt has been incurred 
in railroad construction, and says that “ the 
existing railroads have cost $1,310,000,000, of 
which amount the Government contributed 
one-half, holding at present securities of the 
roads amounting to $660,000,000. It has paid 
on guarantees to shareholders $105,000,000, 
and, adding $12,500,000 for telegraphs, we 
obtain a total of $757,500,000 spent in this 
manner.” The rest of the enormous debt 
has been wasted in wars in the most profli- 
gate manner, as the following statisticsshow: 
Crimean war, $710,000,000; ‘Turkish war, $665, - 
900,00 —and by the way no indemnity 
has yet been teceived from Turkey; the con- 
quest of Khiva, $427,500,000, For last year 
alone, in a time of comparative peace; the 
army and navy items absorbed no less than 
$117,500,000, which, as the Times correspond- 
ent intimates, is an enormous burden for a 
country where 92 per cent of the inhabitants 
are almost paupers. We have stigmatized the 


‘expenditures on these wars as. profligate be- 


canse, as is well known, there have been no 
checks or curbs in the Russian system on the 
disbursal of money, aud thou s upon 
thousands of dollars have been stolen by 
officers of all ranks—from those of petty 
grades up tomembers of the royal family, 
one of whom is now in disgrace upon this 
account.

HUMAN DEVILTRY. 


The Torturiug of a Family of Children 
by Their Drunken Father, 

There was developed before Justice Kaufmann 
yesterday morning a shocking case of brutality 
and fiendish beastliness on the part of a father 
and husband, which is absolutely revoiting in its 
cruel details. For onde the brute was punished 
as he andthe majesty of the 
law was successfully invoked to protect 
the defenseless wife and children, a just 
punishment being meted out in return for years 
of heartiess brutality. The case grew out of the 
arrest of John Heberthal for disorderly con- 
duct, for which he was fined $100 and costs 
Tuesday. Aggin yesterday he was arraigned on 
a charge of cruelty. The testimouy showed that 
he had for a long time past abused his wife and 
children ia the most outrageous manner. Jus- 
tice Kaufmann gave hima good start towards 
Joliet by holding him to the Criminal Court in 
default ef $500 bail. : 

For the purpose of getting at the story in de- 
tall Tun TAtBUNE representative called last 
evening at the residence of the tamily, No. 238 
Huribut street, where the story was told him in 
all its terrible truth. Mrs. Heberthal is a thin, 
careworn, timid German woman, who bore evi- 
deuce to her oruel treatment in the quiveri 
lips and trigbtened air with which she gree 
the reporter, Sue told her story with the assist- 
anee ef Mrs. Annie Dixius, who lives in the 
same house and was a witness to many of the 

nes of ill-treatment. : 

‘ney had been married, she said, for fourteen 
years, and bad five children. Almost from her 
marriage day her husband had treated her 
roughiy, As his appetite for liquor increased 
his brutality took new and strange forms. 
grew worse year by year, until Gnaily he seemed 
tu take an inhuman delight in torturing the 
children, inventing new methods to satisfy his 
tiendish delight in their sufferings. For the past 
six years the poor mother had lived in a belli 
upon earth. His cruelty of late became go out- 
rageous that the neighbors interfered and per- 
suaded the poor woman to institute a criminal 

rosecution, which at last was the means of ro- 
fleving her of her unnatural husband. 

Mrs. Dixins related ber version of the story. 
About two weeks acu sie was called up-stairs 
by Heberthal to see what fun e was having 
with his two littie sons, the eider d and the 
younger 9 years old. He had tied them together 
so tightly with a clothes-line that their flesh was 
actually cut. Then he amused himself driving 

m up and dowo stairs on their handles and 
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knees, striking them with the rupe's end unti 
they fairly quivered with agony. This lasted 
several hours, and meanwhile tne cruel father 
was in a perfect paroxysm of delight over the 
suffering be was iafiicting. The brute 
seemed to revel every sob 

moan of his children. Mrs. 
Dixins attempted to interfere, but was rudely 
repuised. The mother cowered in a oorner, 
completely overawed by the ferocious temper 
of-ber husband. At last he tired of his amuse- 
ment, and left to drown his joy in more whisky. 
When the mother and the neighbors dared to 
come to their relief the children were found to 
be nearly dead with pain and fright. Their tlesh 
wag deeply cut with the tight ropes, and their 
bodies showed long red furrows where the beast 
had laid on the lash. 

As a result of this cruel treatment the elder 
boy ran away and was gone for two days. When 
be returned his father ran after him with a 
revoiver, and even went so far as to tire 
one shot after him. Then he returned to wreak 
his vengeance on his wife, who had become 
completely cowed from long experience of his 
brutality. His constant babit seems to have 
been to abuse and maitreat his wife before go- 
ing to sleep. Every day he not only abused her. 
but threeteaed to leave her houseless and home- 
less. He was a stairbuilder by trade and earned 
good wages, but almost all his money went for 
whisky, and his family were kept on the verge 
of starvation, in addition to their other ilis. A 
request for food in their extremity was almost 
inevitably met by vile abuse or a cowardly biow. 

The united testimony of the neighbors con- 
firmed the story of a repeated series of wrongs 
perpetrated with apparent delight evident 
relish. Whisky aagravated a naturally brutal 
disposition toan extreme which would not be 
believed were it not — ag by amp 
dence. For the frst time in their lives the 
dren were last night gathered around 
mother without dreading the sound oj 
father’s footsteps on the creaking stairs.

The Democratic Committee Airs Some 
Of Its Dirty Linen -A Speech by Mr, 
Mackin, ' 

It was generally expected that the special 
meeting of the Cook County Democratic Cen- 
tral Committee at the Palmer House last 
evening would develop a fair-sized circus, 
but theshow didn’t come off—that is, not ex- 
actly according to the anticipated program. 
In fact; the whole affair turned out to be 
simply an unsightly display of svfled linen. 
which had been accumulated by several of 
the members during the campaign just 
closed. 


Soon after 8 o’clock Mr. J. E. Van Pelt, 


Vice-Chairman of the committee, called the 
meeting to order, and requested that all 
gentlemen not members of the committee 
withdraw from the room. Half a dozen old- 


line Democrats and three or four reporters 
were on the point of betaking themselves to 
the outer corridor, when Mr. Joseph Ches- 
terfield Mackin, Secretary of the committee, 
arrested thein, apd stated that he desired to 
make a few remarks anda motion. The re- 
marks were to the effect he was not will- 
ing to put some idiots to the trouble of 
whispering a lot of mysterious stuff into the 
ears of reporters, and to the end that there 
should be no mistake about what occurred 
at the meeting he moved that the reporters 
and others be allowed to remäln. The mo- 
tion prevailed and the airing of grievances 
was begun. 
Mr. Van Pelt’s overture was rather more 
— than what ensued from other mem- 
bers. Ile congratulated the committe on what 
seemed to be a decided Democratic victory.

Canvassing the Vote—KMeturns on Smith 
and Orendor®f. 

Very shortly after noon yesterday the 
Board of Canvassers finished the canvass of 
the election returns, and adjourned until 
1 p. m. today, when they will again meet in 
County-Clerk Klokke's private office for the 
purpose of conferring with the judges of a 
half dozen precinets the returns from 
which were defective. The precincts which 
they passed temporarily in making the offi- 
cial count on account of some im- 
perfection in the returns are 
Fourth of the Third Ward, the 
Sixth of the Fifth Ward, the Eleventh 
of the Eighth Ward, the Fifth and Tenth of 
the Twelfth Ward, and the Seventh of the 
Sixteenth Ward. There is also a precinctin 
the Tenth Ward which fails to give Gen. 
Smith the full vote to which he is entitled, 
but the error is apparent, and the judges will 
no doubt correct it when their attention is 
ealled to it. In none of the other precincts 
does the vote differ materially from what has 
already been published, and as soon as the 
judges decide upon them and give the 
figures to Mr. Raab the official 
count will be proceeded with, and un- 
til then the accountant will be unable 
to cast up any totals. The result can be very 
nearly foretold, however. Judge Knicker- 
bocker is eleeted over Baker, mocrat, by 
1,609 votes—at least that was the result he ar- 
rived at yesterday aftefnoun after taking the 
official figures from Mr. Rapp’s tables and 
filling in the vote of the miss precin 
Mr. Kohlsaat polled 40,652 votes in the city 
and county, and his mocratic opponent, 
Mr. Prendergast, polled 1,157 votes more 
than him. For Coroner Harris received 
40,396, and Boyden 41,4235, giving 
Boyden a majority of 1,027, er as some have 
figured it, 1,227, while Mr. Boyden himself 
puts it at 1,200. Ryan’s majority ever Gal- 
loway for County Clerk is now figured as low 
as 1,277, and as high as 1,408. A most agree- 
able surprise to the Republicans yesterday 
was the discovery made by Mr. A. G. Lane 
that he was elected by a small majority over 
Mr. Parker, the Democratic nominee 
for Superintendent of Schools. Mr. Par- 
ker received 3,551 majority or thereabouts 
in the city, all of which was overcome in the 
country towns and more too, so that Mr: 
Lane now claims his election by a majority 
of 236. A curious mistake was made by sev- 
eral of the persons who have been keep 
tally of the vote as it was called off by the 
judges. The Fifteenth Ward gave Mr. Lane 
1,896 votes, which they recorded as onlv 896, 
and the error was notapparent for the reason 
that Mr. Lane ran about 1,000 votes ahead of 
all the other candidates. These votes came 
in most part from the prohibition element, 
with whom Mr. Lane is a great favorit. 
That they came from this source rather than 
from personal friends and admirers of Mr. 
Lane is apparent by cemparing the vote for 
Lane and Parker with the vote for Judge 
Knickerbocker and Mr. ker. Mr. Lane 
polled only forty-two less votes than Knick- 
erbocker, while Baker ran 1,331 votes behind 
Parker. It shows on the face of the 
returns that Kuickerbocker got very 
nearly all his majority by encroach- 
ments upon Baker’s Democratic territory ; 
and that Parker, who ran fully up to if ho 
ahead of his ticket, was defeated by the vate 
which the Prohibition element gave to Mr. 
Lane. Every one who Knows Mr. Lane or 
knows the story of his life in the office which

indorse the action of the State Auditor in bring- 
ing suite against the “underground fellows ” 
witha view of stopping that business.

Lard for this month declined 150, but closed 50 
higher than Tuesday. while futures closed 
at an improvemest of 5@10c, Meats were weak 
early, but much stronger towards 1 o'clock: 
November ciosed We higher, and January We 
higher. The packers here were supposed to 
bave quit bearing the market, and Liverpool 
catied lard dd higher, but the local bog market 
was easier under an increased supply. This ex- 
plained the irregular tone in product, and the 
later strength was supposed to be largely due to 
sympathy with corn. It was said that hogs are 
not being fattened rapidly yet, while there was 
a sharp Southern demand for moats, and a poor 
enquiry for them on English account. In the 
afternoon the market was firm. Only one 260 bri 
lot of November pork was delivered on the floor
